A new  application  form  has  been  devised  to  facilitate  the 
examinations  for  novelty  by  the  examiners  and  to  simplify 
the  exhibits  attached  to  the  form.  The  following  changes 
were  made: 

1.  The  applicant  must  now  specify  whether  a name 
assigned  is  the  variety  name  or  a temporary  designation. 

2.  Exhibit  B — Botanical  Description  of  the  Variety — 
has  been  eliminated.  Description  of  characters  not  in 
Exhibit  C may  be  added  by  including  a new  Exhibit  D. 

3.  The  previous  Exhibit  D — Novelty  Statement--has 
been  changed  to  Exhibit  B and  the  instructions  pertaining 
thereto  have  been  revised. 

4.  Instructions  pertaining  to  14A  relating  to  the 
certified  seed  specifications  have  been  added  to  the 
instructions . 

5.  Permission  to  publish  the  name  of  the  applicant 
in  the  Official  Journal  has  been  added.
